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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 27 and 28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
cited does anticipate individually nor teach in combination the following limitations: 

• Waltz(4,633,374), although disclosing a light diffuser with a collapsible frame, 
the frame and support rod being covered by a translucent panel at one end and a 
reflective panel at the other end which together form an interior chamber for 
receiving a light source, Waltz does not disclose a light source assembly wherein 
the light source assembly is comprised of a plurality of compact fluorescent light 
bulbs possessing different color temperatures, and wherein the light source 
assembly is operable for selectively lighting said plurality of compact fluorescent 
light bulbs; a tripod assembly connected to said light source assembly; a 
translucent diffuser assembly connected to the light source assembly and an 
umbrella assembly connected to said light source assembly, wherein said 
plurality of compact fluorescent light bulbs is selected from the group comprised 
of DAYLIGHT 6400K bulb, TRUTONE 5000K bulbs, COOL WHITE 4100K bulbs 
and a WARM WHITE 3700 bulb.
